At the risk of being too repetitious, we again submit this 
opinion: 

Industrial development must be undertaken in this town 
at once. 

Another striking argument for the need for industry here 
has come to light. 

It is the Rogers brook drainage project. 

While we support the project, we understand that many 
taxpayers are already being overburdened and the load 
will continue to grow heavier as the next few years bring 
other major projects plus the continuing payments for 
ones already voted. 

Industry can help to solve that problem. But we must 
sell ourselves on that belief and get down to business be- 
fore the picture becomes too black. 

We have once before stated a belief that no industry in 
its right mind would settle in a community where it knew 
the townspeople only wanted relief from an intolerable 
tax burden. If the industry feels that it is being the goat — 
that the town just wants a convenient source of income so 
that it can go on spending without driving homeowners to 
the wall — then it will not come. 

Industry must be made to feel welcome. It must be per- 
suaded that a community wants it for many reasons other 
than tax relief. 

Thus it is that we should right now begin — as the plan- 
ning board has said it will — to develop telling arguments, 
factual
